PRINCIPAL LYTTLE 
CONFERS WITH 


"54" GRADUATES 


‘Our freshmen have continued to 
have a better average scholastically 
than the average college fresh- 
man,’ states Principal Lyttle. 
This conclusion was deduced from 
his recent conference with the 
students in Michigan colleges who 
were graduates of Saginaw High in 
the class ofh 54. 

At the University of Michi gan 
grades of this short period are 


distributed as follows: ‘A ‘- 4, 3%; 
‘B‘- 30%; ‘C‘-54%; ‘D‘-11.4%; and 
ʻE ‘-0. The freshmen are well 


adjusted and like the University 
very much. Distribution of grades 
is a definite indication that 
their preparation has been adequate. 
Preceeding the conference, the 
University made these comments: 
Freshmen are a definite risk both 
academically and financially until 
they complete one semester Every 
student entering the University 
should have at least $550.00 as a 
guarantee to get through the first 
term without worry. The personal 
history the students write on 
application is considered impor- 
tant by the University people. 
The University has many facilities 
to help the student, but it does 
not force the student to use them, 
The student must take the initia- 
tive in all matters regarding 
counseling, psychological tests 
health, etc. High school seniors 
or juniors should get application 
blanks from the high school and 
consult the high school people 
before sending application for 
admittance to college. Two majors 
and two minors are stil] the best 
indication of ability to do high 
school work, but these may be 
waived if conditions supply evi- 
dence of ability to do college 
work. It is important to remember 
that the student does not enter 
the University of Michigan but 
one of the nine different colleges 
which constitute the University. 
The conference with the freshmen 
indicates that our seniors could 
profit by more short themes, some 
of which are of the impromptu 
variety. 

Our freshmen at Michigan State 
College are actually doing better 
than their high school preparation 
would indicate. The distribution of 
marks which is at mid-term are as 
follows: ‘A’-14.5%; ‘B’-40%; ‘c’- 
32%; ‘D’-9%; and ‘E’-.8%. While 
the English requirements at the 
two schools are not the same, the 
course at M. S.C. being Basic college 
set-up, whi the University has 
the bjec -up, the freshmen 
are able to me basic communi- 
cation skills without difficulty.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


Just what is a scholarship? 
This is a question uppermost in 
the minds of our seniors at the 
moment. One may define a scholar- 
ship as a financial aid (gift or 
loan), but not a complete sup- 
pott for certain students who 
wish to continue their studies 
in schools of higher learning. 

The kinds or types of scholar- 
ships come under the headings, 
Gift and Loan. These types come 
from two main sources: Locally 
and Outside. The Local scholar- 
ships are divided into three 
principal groups. One group of 
funds is administered by the 
Board of Education; another is a 
fund left as a memorial to the 
C.K. Eddy family; and the third 
group of funds is administered 
by the United Advisory Scholar- 
ship Commission. 

Another type of scholarship 
comes from Outside sources; such 
as, colleges, universities, 
corporations, and societies, as 
wel] as from the government for 
the Army, Navy, and Coast Guard 
Program. Some students must take 
a competitive scholastic exami- 
nation; but, in many colleges 
scholarships called Freshman 
Scholarships are awarded on merit. 

A student who accepts a 
scholarship should also assume 
certain responsibilities. These 
responsibilities are: 1. A high 
scholastic achievement; 2. Loyalty 
to the institution he is atten- 
ding; 3. A constructive attitude 
in al] school affairs; 4. A high 
moral standing. 

All those seniors who recently 
indicated they were interested 
in any scholarship attention may 
obtain a scholarship blank from 
Mrs. Maywood. 

There are also a few gift 
scholarships which are awards of 
merit. The oldest of these is the 
Don McGee Scholarship in honor 
of a Saginaw High alumnus who 
lost his life during World War I. 
This award goes to a senior boy 
and is not applied for. Recently 
a number of scholarships have 
been given by the United Advisory 
Scholarship Commission and are 
referred to as the High School 
Scholarships. The University of 
Michigan awards annual] tuition 
scholarships which are good for

The latest gift scholarship 
to be established is the Saginaw 
High Alumni Memorial Scholarship 
in memory of all alumni killed 
in World War II. Its duration is 
four years, if deserved; and it 
is based upon character, scholar- 
ship, and participation in 
school affairs.
